Plant all perennial flowers in the fall just as you would in 
the spring. Do not mound dirt over them but be sure and! 
mulcitithem after the ground freezes. Pue good mulch over your 
bulb bed, using coarse licter or strawy manure. Put a mound of 
dirt around your bramble fruits-as soon as they are planted to 
prevent heaving from alternate thawing and freezing, and remove 
this mound early next spring after growth starts. 


You can fall plant as long as you can work the ground even 
if you have cto break a frozen top crust several inches thick. 
Be sure you water thoroughly~if the ground is dry, and do not 
expect most fall-planted stock to show any signs of growth this 
season as it has gone into a dormant period and will not start 
until next spring.
